NEW YORK, April 33 (By A. P.). 
—Peace for Germafy, according te | 
Ludendorff, chief Quartermaste:-

many cannot obtain peace. These 
statements were made during an ir- 
terview saith German newspaper 
correspondents at great headquar- 
ters on March 12 and reported in 
German newspapers of that. date, 
which have been received here.

Recalls Hobson’s 
Exploit in Cuba 


HE sinking of concrete- 
laden ships to blockade 
German naval bases re- 

calls the exploit of Capt. (then 
Lieut.) Richmond Pearson Heb- 
son, in an effort to bottle up 
Admiral..Cervéera’s fleet in the 
harbor of Santiago, Cuba, in the 
Spanish-American War, June 3, 
1898. 

The collier Merrjmac was load- 
ed with. stone and with a crew 
of seven, commanded by Hobson, 
it steamed into the narrow har- 
bor atmight. At a point where it 
was believed it would block the 
echzanel it Was blown up and 
sunk by an electrically controlled 
torpedo. 

Hobson and his mén got away, 
‘on a catamaran, but the fire from 
the Spanish forts was so sharp 
they were forced to go ashore, 
where they were captured. 

A month later, despite the ob- 
structing hulk of the Merrimac, 
tge Spanish fleet made its way 
out of the harbor, only to be de- 
stroyed by the American fleet. 
This was the deciding stroke o* 
the war. 

Hobson and his men were re- 
leased from prison at the end 
the war and were hailed as he- 
roes on their return to the United 
States.

Impression of Leaders. 
Wilhelm Helger, correspondent of 
the Berliner Tageblatt, in reporting 
the interview, declared Von Hinder- 
Lurg was “a picture of . quiescent 
greatness,” while Ludendorff gave 
the impression of having “strength 
of volcanic heat but curbed by will.”’ 
The correspondent said that, when 
the conversation turned to events in 
the East, Field Marsha! von Hinden- 
burg. in referring to charges that in 
eoncluding peace, “we acted lik> 
men of violence,”’ said it was neces- 
sary to obtain frontier safeguards. 
“As we wanted peace we had co 
bring it about by force,” was the ir- 
terjection of Gen. Ludendorff. 
Peace in the east meant a tremen- 
dous relief for the Germans in the 
west, Ludendorff said, adding: 
“Now. we are about to gain ‘the 
ascendancy numerically. Of course, 
the transportation of troops from 
the east, because of the bad condi- 
tions of the railroads, cannot be ef- 
fected by tomorrow. But, at any 
rate, our position already is such 
that we do not have to ask, looking 


up anxiously: ‘Where will the ene- 
my attack?’ We ourselves are in a' 
position to assume the 
wherever we desire.” 

France Has Dug Own Grave. 

Referring to France, Gen. Luden- 
dorff said: 

‘“Wemay well say, 
that France has dug her 
own grave. She is about to bieed 
herself to death. Undoubtedly the 
French are brave soldiers.” 

Lieutenant-General von Ardenne, 
the military critic, in the Tageblatt, 
on March 20, the day before the be- 
ginning of the offensive, in an 
analysis of the interview with the 
military leaders, wrote: 

“The German army leaders look 
forward with grave concern to the 
final fighting. The saving of Ger- 
man blood they have at all times 
considered as a sacred duty. But 
the German people and their allies 
will have to accept the necessity 
that the final battle must be fought 


out.”

Senate if there were 
any reasons against declarations of 
war with Turkey and Bulgaria. 
Bulgaria Fricndly, Senator Hears. 
In calling up his resolution, Sena- 
tor Brandage said: it was “an out- 
rage’ that this country had not de- 
clared war on those countries when 
Bulgarian troops were fighting 
against American soldiers in France 
and the Turks were slaughtering Ar- 
menians. Despite that, he said, the 
Bulgarian and Turkish diplomats are 


Interrupting, Senator Pomerene of 
Ohio said he had recently been in- 
formed by ‘a Bulgarian missionary 
that Bulgarian troops were not in 
France and that they refsued to go 
these to fight in view of their friend- 
ship for the United States.

Asked by Senator Knox if the 
President in his congressional mes- 
sage urging a declaration of. war 
against Austria-Hufhgary did not say 
there were reasons why it was not 
desirable to take similar action 
against the other countries allied 
with Germany, Senator Brandegee, 
who is a‘/member of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, replied he did. 
The President was accused by the 
Connecticut Senator of failing to 
take the Senate committee into his 
confidence.

He 
is conducting this war himself and 
the only one he takes into confidence 
is Col. House, who comes tip-toeing 
down here from New York while 
the Senate is kept in ignorance.”

REPORT EX 
LYNCHING INQUIRY 


Grand Jury at Edwardsville 
Probably Will Complete 
Its Investigation of Case 
Tomorrow. 


MORE THAN 5 MURDER 
TRUE BILLS LIKELY 


Learned That Several Persons 


on Coroner’s Charges Will 
Be Accused. 


Thé grand jury at Edwardsville 
is expected to complete tomorrow its 
investigation of the lynching at Col- 
linsville Apfil 5 of Robert Paul 
Prager, German enemy alién, and 
probably will make its report Friday. 

Assistant Attornéy-General W. E. 
Trautmann today said he expéctéed 
the indictment of five men already in 
jail oh charges of murder made by 
yi Coroner’s jury that held a secret 
inquest. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned, in addition, that  indict- 
ments charging murder probably 
will be réturned against several other 


persons, as well as a considerable 
humber charging conspiracy and 
rioting.

A divorce was denied to Nolkér by 
Judge Cave, March 27, 1917. He 
filed an appeal. Owing to congés- 
tion of the Court of Appeals docket 
this, in the ordinary course, would 
not be heard in less than two years. 

After the divorce case was tried 
Mrs. Nolker filed a separate main- 
tenance suit, in which she asked for 
an allowance of $1000 a month. The

AMERICAN SLANG IS 
A PUZZLE TO SPIES 


Americans in Belgium Were Able 
to Converse in Presence 
of Germans. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 1.—Clever as the 
German spy may be, great linguists 
as they claim to be, Americans have 
found that their vast ang rich range 
of slang completely baffles them. 
An American officer who was in 


Belgium working with the Relief 
Commission before America entered 
the war told a story at the Ameri- 
can Officers’ Inn here of the diffi- 
culties he and his fellow workers had 
in holding any sort of conversation 
without fear of being overheard by 
the ever present German spy, and 
how they got round them. 

“We couldn't talk English with- 
out being Overheard, somehow, and 
Our conversation contorted and ex- 
aggerated beyond recognition. 
French was no better, but we found 
that we had a tracklegs country, a 
real No Man’s Land on which we 
could venture with absolute safety 
for the baffling of inquisitive ears. 
I'll explain what I mean. 

News Sources a Mystery. 

“T had just heard that a German 

in the United States had made an 
attempt upon the life of the Presi- 
dent.

“Our company did a business of 
about $200,000 a year,’ said Lansing, 
“but because of the attitude of juries 
in nearly all cases we lost about 150 
per cent a year. on our employers’ 
liability insurance. There is hardly 
ever a case that goes to a jury that 
does not get a verdict. All tha/is 
‘necessary is to show that there was 
an-injury and the jury will find for 
‘the plaintiff every time. 

- “The court cannot comment on the 

evidence in instructing the jury, so 
that the decision rests entirely with 
the jury. Since the value of the do!- 
lar has decreasd the juries have in- 
creased their verdicts, so that the 
high cost of living is reflected in 
verdicts. 

“There is no uniformity in die 
cisions. One man may get a ver- 
dict for $3000 for the loss of a hand 
while another may receive $18,000. 
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I have known St. Louis juries to 


increase the amount of the verdict 
after the case had been retried be- 
cause of an excessive verdist in the 
first trial. 

“A workmen's compensation law 
would eliminate this uncertainty 
both for the injured man and the 
igsurance company. The man would 
need no attorney and the amount 
fixed by law would be paid the work- 
man automabtically without court 
trial. . 

“Under the Illinois law the maxi- 
mum paid for either death or injury 
is $3500 and the weekly rate of 
payment is fixed at $12 for a single 
/man or married man without chil- 
‘dren, and $15 for married man with

If Congress can be persuaded to meet the new 
manifestations of sedition and conspiracy with 
adequate civil law, the liberty of no patriotic cit- 
izen or newspapers will be interfered with and 
the country will be spared both Lynch law and 
drum-head law. Unless the body shows more 
faith in the ordinary course of justice, however, 
than it has exhibited recently, we shall soon find 
many persons who, a year ago were desperately 
afraid of civil law embracing. martial law as their 
only salvation. In 1864 a delegation of excitable 
persons having great faith*in firing squads and 
the hangman, told President Lincoln that 100,000 
men in Indiana were plotting treason against the 
Government. His reply was that he knew the 
people of Indiana and that he could not believe 
the story. The sensation mongers who now say 
that-the civil courts are helpless deserve an an- 
swer of the same kind. 

If we would be triumphant abroad we must be 
sober and steadfast at home, with just as much 
faith in law as we have in the force by which 
law is sustained. Democracy is bound to be 
known by its fruit, not in one place but in all 
places. 
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ENGLISH IN CHURCHES. 
The action of a number of St. Louis Lutheran 
churches in discontinuing the use of the Ger- 
man language in their public services is 
of the highest value at this time. In a 
way it is even more important than the pro- 
posed elimination of German as a study in the 
schools. The high school study of German, which 
will naturally decline or cease during the war, is 
likely to be resumed gradually after the war. But 
the German tongue in church services, when once 
abandoned, will never come back, and should not. 
The German-speaking churches were founded 
primarily for the spiritual accommodation of 
those unacquainted with English. They were not 
meant to retard the Americanization of these peo- 
ple, and they. were not especially meant to pro- 
mote it—there were enough other means of doing 
that, everyone thought. But the effect of the Ger- 
man church services was undpubtedly to lessen the 
incentive and the opportunity to learn English.

Women Visit Houses of the 
Careless, Armed With Brooms, 
Soap, Lye and Disinfectants 
and Teach Housewives How 
to Chase the Dirt.

RMED with broom, dustpan and 
A scrubbing brush, equipped 
with soap, yes, and lye, insect 
powder and disinfectants, the visit- 
appears in. our 
midst, all. duly accredited and au- 
thorized by what now is a depart- 
ment of the Federal Government, 
the Food Administration. The only 
‘kitchens absolutely safe from her 
invasion are those which can pro- 
duce some outward, visible proofs 
that they are abiding by the new 
food laws and regulations. Better 
dig up your conservation pledge, if 
you signed one Registration day, and 
hang it in your window right away 
before you forget it. 

It is all-on account of the war. 

Is there any remote spot to which 
the influence of the world conflict 
does'not reach? A sudden uprooting 
of the tradition that all women are 
not born housekeepers is but one of 
the wheels within wheels of the 
world-sweeping revolutions. 

One would expect the kitchen to 
be about the last stand against out- 
side intervention. The kitchen as 
woman’s place, men and govern- 
ments. for some reason always have 
seemed perfectly willing to leave in- 
violate and unassailed. Mr. Hoover, 
of unique authority, will go down in 
history as the first mere’ man who 
ever turned the kitchens.of the land 
inside out for public inspection and 
supervision. I doubt if even he fore- 
saw the lengths to which his pro- 
gram would be carried in some 
quarters. 

Many months ago, in uniform of 
cap: and apron, St/ Louis divisions 
of Hoover’s army took the field be- 
hind batteries of cook stoves and 
canneries, set up in downtown exhi- 
bition places or in neighborhood as- 


at street corners, to preach and 
teach conservation, to explain the 
new food regulations and how to 
comply with them. 

Surely there was little excuse for 


Amiens. Wound or sickness? Scab- 


every woman’s not knowing how to 
use the recommended substitutes for 
the foods to be conserved for our 
soldiers, or how to get the requisite 
number of calories for a balanced 
meal out of restricted rations. 


OWEVER, there were eventual- 
KH ly djscovered, in heaps of good 


corn meal bestowed upon the 
rats in the alleys and garbage pails 
overflowing with barley, tapioca 
flour and other wheat substitutes, 
and in reports that housewives who 
formerly had purchased flour now 
were buying the more expensive ba- 
Ker’s bread and cakes, evidences that 
ths instruction had not penetrated to 
all kitchens. Jsually, too, these dis- 
coveries were in . neighborhoods 
where there was most need for econ- 
omizing. 

Were the women who had been so 
diligent in spreading the gospel of 
conservation discouraged or dis- 
mayed by the discoveries? Not a bit 
of it. Mrs. Senseney, at the head of 
the educational department of the 
Women’s Central Committee, simply 
declared, ‘“‘We will have to take the 
instruction into the private kitchens 
of women who will not come out and 
learn.” 

Accordingly she areated a commit- 
tee authorized and equipped with the 
means to employ a corps of emis- 
saries who would demonstrate the 
approved recipes in private homes. 

Though armed-.with the strongest 
authority it might be.a delicate and 
difficult task, requiring a good deal 
of diplomacy to administer univited 
private instruction in 
woman’s kitchen is her castle and 
tradition dating from time immemo- 
rial is on the side of her who choos*s 
to resent intrusion with the inference 
that she does not know how to cook 
for her own family and run her own 
house. However, there were to be 
found women so highly imbued with 
the missionary spirit that they were 
willing to undertake the job. 

Women who not only were gradu- 
ates of the conservation schools and 
versed in dietetics but who were 
themselves practical housekeepers 
able to understand and sympathize 
with every kind of domestic problem, 
were chosen for the work. And it 
turned out that the advantages they 
had to offer administered with tact, 
combined with a curiosity about new 
recipes common to all women, proved 
an “open sesame” to most kitchens. 
The privilege of preparing a pan of 
ginger bread or corn muffins seldom 
was denied the visiting cooking 
teacher. : 

But right away, in many cases, 
she struck another snag. After hav- 
ing gained access to a kitchen and 
co-operation and even a welcome 
from a housewife, often there would 
be a woeful lack of cooking, equip- 
ment and an unwholesome environ- 
ment. It was impossible to give in- 
struction in the wholesome and 
economical preparation of food when 
the first essential of economy, 


cleanliness, was missing.

dirty, unventilated, vermin-infested 
rooms. Even housing committees 
are heard to lament that after they 
have got decent housing conditions 
there are housewives who will not 
keep them clean. But until the visit- 
ing housekeeper was instituted there 
seemed to be universal hesitancy to 
boldly attaek the problem. 

The conservationists, as is weil 
known, have attacked several new 
problems boldly. It was going to be 
more difficult to tell a housekeeper 
that her house was dirty than to tell 
her she didn’t know how to'cook, for 
there is always the excuse of not 
being able to keep up with all the 
new wrinkles of cookery. / 

Yet she had to be told and she had 
to clean up if) the conservationists 
were to go on with their drive. And 
nothing has stopped them yet. 

How it was done and how the 
cooking teacher now carries in her 
bag a few vital first aids to cleanli- 
ness along with her recipes is best 
told through some, observations I 
made of the system in actual opera- 
tion. 


HEN I heard the committee’s 

W chairman enthusing over the 

results o§ the experiment I 

asked to accompany a visiting house- 
keeper—and be convinced. 

The various charitable organiza- 
tions had already supplied many 
needful cases for experimentation. 
Mrs. R. L. Pierce, who has 30 names 
on her visiting list, was assigned to 
demonstrate the venture to me. “I 
thought, by way of variety this 
morning and in order that you might 
observe the various stages of prog- 
ress, I would visit one new address, 
ene where I have made but two calls 
and one which I have visited four or 
five times,” said Mrs. Pierce. 

“One of the first rules we observe 
is never to expect, never even to sug- 
gest housecleaning on the first visit. 
Usually it takes at least two visits 
in which to tactfully approach the 
subject.’”’ 


Our first call was at a house on} 


the river bank, a dank, moss-grown 
cabin, ringed round with the high- 
water marks of many floods. Four 
children of the family had died here 
according to the history of the case. 

The family we sought had moved 
away, but next-door neighbors sup- 
plie@ their new address. These 
neighbors had lived there for years 
and suffered no ill effects of the 
dampness. They were working in a 
large and promising looking gar- 
den and had a flock of fine looking 
chickens. 

We found the new address of Mrs. 
X up two flights of stairs at the 
rear of a tall tenement at the top of 
the steep street. Evidently she was 
determined to be high and dry this 
time. A pink and robust boy of 4 
was playing with makeshift toys on, 
The two-roomed apart- 
ment was sparsely furnished, the 
bright sunshine pouring in revealed 
things gratifyingly clean and orderly 
and there were no dark corners for 
lurking dirt. 

We were giad to find Mrs. X so 
much more pleasantly situated. Had 
she been attending the cooking 
school at the neighboring mission? 
No? And she did not know how to 
make war bread? 

No, she bought all her bread at 
the bakery. Her folks didn’t like 
corn bread, anyway, and even if they 
did, she had no baking oven. She 
did all her cooking on that heating 
stove with the flat top. Yes, it was 
expensive buying bakery good, and 
it took about all her husband and 
her 14-year-old daughter could earn 
to buy food for the six of them, who 
occupied these two rooms. 


) RS. PIERCE produced a recipe 
for hominy croqt®ttes which 
could be prepared on top of 

the stove and another for Snanish 

rice. Perhaps Mrs. X. would attend 
the cooking classes. If not, Mrs. 

Pierce would gladly return another 


day and show her how to make many 


kinds of war bread other than corn 
bread, that is, if Mrs. X. would en-

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deavor to get an oven of some kind, | 


and she ought to be able to part 
with the heating stove in exchange 
for a cooking stove now that the 
weather is warm. 

An expression of pronounced defi- 
ance which had greeted the’ an- 
nouncement of a visiting hovsekeep- 
er had faded to one of bewilderment 
and was now merging into interest 
upon the face of our hostess, follow- 
ing the course of Mrs. Pierce's ta :t- 
ful advances. As we took our de- 
parture we heard what are the 
sweetest words to a visiting house- 
keeper, “Come again.” 

“You won’t have ahy houseclean- 
ing to do at that place, will you?” 
I asked of my guide. 

“I don’t know until I have man- 
aged to get into that other room,” 
replied Mrs. Piercé. “I should think 
she might turn that alcove off the 
kitchen into a separate sleeping 700m 
for the young daughter.”’ 

“Now we will go to Mrs. Y.’s, 
where last Saturday I put on my 
apron and cleaned out cupboards and 
started the scrubbing of a floor. I 
only hope she has finished the job.” 

Mrs. Y. was leaning over the frint 
gate gazing absently up and down 
the street. Not a very hopeful aug- 
ury. 

“T was just a-lookin’ for the 7 per 
hangers,” she drawled, as a look of 
surprise at finding Mrs. Pierce here 
again so soon slowly fadod from 
her face. “I been a-waitin’ for ‘em 
ever since you was here. I didn’t 
think there was any use ftv clean any 
more until the paper hangers come.” 

Mrs. Pierce, not in the least dis- 
paraged, proceeded back towards the 
rear, Mrs. Y. resignedly following. 

Here was a kitchen stocked with 
everything dear to a housewife’s 
heart and jammed full of everything 
that is not. There was a beautiful 
enameled combination gas and coal 
range, aluminum cooking utensils in 
profusion, two nickel coffee perco- 
lators, three cabinet cupboards. 


HE back porch was crowded 
with articles that would have 
started a secondhand dealer in 

business. A panful of cold, soapless, 
dark brown dishwater reposed upon 
the table, piled round about with 
dishes containing the remnants of 
meals in several stages of antiquity. 
Mrs. Y. listlessly thrust a cold, greasy 
skillet into the water and began dab- 
bing it weakly with a rag of doubtful 
history. 

One'of the cupboards still showed 
the effect of Mrs, Pierce’s recent 
tidying, the other two were running 
over with every imaginable kind of 
package, food, rubbish. A distinct 
line of demarkation showed’ where 
the scrubbing of the linoleum had 
ceased just where Mrs, Pierce’s visit 
had ended the week previous. The 
‘adjoining room was quite as forbid- 
ding. There was a bed piled high 
with clothing and other things and 
the corners of the room were entire- 
ly obscured by heaps of rags. 

“F see you ate not yet ready for 
me to give you that cooking lesson,” 
observed Mrs. Pierce with astonish- 
ing good humor. “Perhaps by my 
next visit your paper hangers will 
have been here and you will have 
got your house cleaning out of the 
way.”’ 

Mrs. Y. would have entertained us 
as long as we cared to remain with 
the shortcomings of her’. children, 
who were plenty big enough to do 
the housework as she had had to do 
when she was a child, but children 
nowadays, you couldn’t depend on 
‘em because they made 'em go to 
school. 

“Tt looks hopeless,” observed the 
visiting housekeeper when we were 
in the fresh air again. “But I have 
one resource there. She has a very 
nice parlor which her small daugh- 
ter keeps in good order. And she 
oo to church. 

Now if I can get her pastor to pre- 
vail upon the ladies of the church to 
call upon her and, in time, let there 
be the danger of their getting «a 


i glimpse behind the scenes—if she 


’ 


has any pride at all we may be sea 
to work through that.’ 

“Now we will go to poor little Mrs. 
Z.’s,"" said Mrs. Pierce. “There on my 
second visit we took all the beds out 
of the house and scalded and poured 
coal oil on them. The third visit I 
saw new mattresses installed and 
the rags of carpets disappear from 
the floor. The fourth visit I found 
the floors scrubbed, the woodwork 
and windows washed, the rooms 
cleared of all their trash and we 
made some corn muffins.” 


'HE possibilities here were far 
ey better than at any other house 
we visited, for it was a de- 
tached cottage having many win- 
dows of southern exposure and a 
large grassy yard 

Mrs. Pierce did net remark upon 
the improvements in the presence of 
the stranger, but her face beamed 
in reflection of cleanliness that fair- 
ly glistened everywhere: The young 
and delicate looking mother of five 
children was freshand adinty in 
a pink print gown and so were the 
children, four of whom were too 
young for school. 

“Oh, I made some cornbread last 
night and my husband said it was 
better than yours,’’ was one of our 
hostess’ remarks as we chatted. And 
another, “I haven’t washed all my 
bed clothes yet because my chest 
hurts when I work too long, but my 
husband says he will get off Satur- 
day afternoon and help me.” 

Which indicated that there is at 
least one husband who did not re- 
sent a certain outside influence in 
his home.

And if it succeeds as part of the 
conservationists’ plan in St. Louis, 
other localities may look for a like 
innovation, for the work of the St. 
Louis organization is being used as 
a model everywhere. Its fame has 
spread afar. At the offices, 907 Lo- 
cust street, they show you letters 
from Canada, Alaska, Australia, New 
Zealand, the Antipodes, asking in- 
formation about St. Louis’ successful 
conservation campaign.
